ek vietin, the wall was foreed with

sacked and shot to pleces | the searcl

The trouble, which had been browing

Brown. a negro, shot and kitled Ya-
trolmng Massey, who was trying fo
arrest him. Threats of vengeanve

were followesd by the surrounding of
the fall. The negro was secretly te-
woved from (he ¢ity to Viancennes,

Patrolman Massey died In tevrible
agony, and the erowd, refusing to
cridit the statements of the ofieinls
that the negro was not In the jall, be-
eame threctening as it lncreasod in
numbers,

Twenty-five pollcemen weré mobil-
[zod In the jnll and repuized the frst
attempt to force an entrance after the
gntes were crushed in. A telephons
pole wns usal a8 & battering ram and
the full windows gave war,

Committee of Moh Not Belioved.

A committes was appeinted to sebrch
for the negro, but 118 report that he
was not there was pot belleved, #nd
ufter forcing n bresch the mob poured
intn the corridors, Finding Itd victim
gone, there was & ory of “Kill the ne-
groes!” and arms wire demanded,

A company of armed negroes,
growsed by the coce tronbles, marched
through (he #rects shouting “Down
the whites!” and threatening
death o all If the negro was Iynched.
This sturted a rush for the gun stores
by the whites. Three were broken
open and forty rides and revolvers,
with nmmunition. were selsed.

LOOKOUT AT BALLSTON, N. Y.

Sirike of 1 Doren Men Throws Five
Hundeed Out of Work.

Ballston, N. Y., July 7.—=The station-
ary fltenien employed (o the mills of
th¢ Union Bag and Paper company in
this village have struck for an elght
hour day at the existing scale of wages,
calling for thres shifts lugtead of two
and an nerense In the wage scale of 33
per cent.

In compliauce with orders previously
recelved from the general office an-
ticipating this movement, a lockout
was ordered and the seversl foremen
of the Sulphide Fualp mill, three paper
miils and two bag mills closed their
doors,

All the employees excepting tha fire-
men reported for work, but found the
milla eclosed. TUpward of 600 pulp
makers, engloeers, paper makers, Iln-
borers and 100 bag factory girla are
thrown out of work by the strike of
nbout a dozen firemen,

tember options fell 70 points, from
11.70 to 1108, The selling In September
was tremendous.
